One Officer and Six Men Ki!l-
ed Near San Fabian.

Manils, Nov 14, 8 p m —The
Thirty third infaotry, in one of the
sharpest two hours’ engagements of
the war, with s equsi force of in-
surgeonts, five miles from San Fabian,
Satarday, lost one officer snd eix
men killed sod one officer and twelve
woonded. The Amerigane captured
29 Filipinoe and 100 rifles and found
81 iveurgents dead lying, in the
trenches and rice fields Many more
Filippinos, doubtless, were killed or
wounded

Gen. Wheaton was informed that
the enemy was gathering at Jaoioto
for the purpose of preventing the
Americana from controiling the road
from Dagupan north, whereby Agui
oeldo might retreat. The Thirty-
thirdy Col Howe commanding, snd
s detalchment of the Thirteenth,
with & Gatling gun, Howland com-
mavnding, were sent to disperse them
The troope encountered the worst
road ever found in the ieland of
Lozon. There was a sugcession of
oreekn whosee bridges the Americane
bad to stop and repair, and miry
ditchee, and at certain placea men
sod horees struggled waist deep in
quagmiree A hundre? .uldiers bad
to drag the Gatling gun pa': of the
way, the horees being useloas The
insurgente opened the fight two miles
from San Jacinto, while the leading
Americsn battalion was passing a
clump of houses, in the midst of a

cocoanut grove, knee deep in mud. |-

The Filipino charpshooters, hidden
in trees, houses and & small trench
acroes the road, held their fire uontil
the Americans were cloee to them

Whea they began finng other Fili
pinoe opened fire from thickets right
eud left, farther away The insur-
gent sbarpehooters picked off the
officers first. Five of the Americans
who fell wore shoulder straps or
cheveons  But the Thirty thied nev-
er wavered. Ite oreck merkemen
koocked the Filipinos from the trees
like aquirrels, and the Americans
rushed the trench, leaving four deed
iosurgents there The regiment then
deployed nuder fire, with Maj. Johp
A. Logan's battalion in the centre,
Maj. Oronic’s on the right and Maj.
Marah’s on the left The skirmish
line, which wae a mile long, advanc-
ed rapidly, keeping up a constant
fire The Filipinos made an unex-
pectedly good etend, many of them
remsining under ocover until the
Americans were within 20 feet of
them Me; Mareh flanked a small
trench fuil of ineurgents, sarprisiog
them snd siaughteriog nearly all of
them before entering the town. The
Gatling killed five of the force hold.
ing the bridge and swept the country
beyood the town, driving sbout 150
Filipinos ioto the hille Mareb's
battalion, eutering the town firet,
captured a big battle flag, which wae
flying over a coavent.

Tbe insurgents are eupposed to
bave retreated toward toward Dagu-
peo It was impossible to pureue
them, as the American troope were
exhausted and their supply of ammu-
nition wee low  The outposts killed
five Mlipinos doring the nigit

The scien-
tists will be given the alternative of
being quarastined at their residences
or goiug to prison, and mavy of them}
it is eaid, will choose the latter.

Brooke to be Recalled Jan I,_i

anc Wood Made Civil Gov-
ernor,

New York Evening Post.

The president’s programme with
regard to Cuba ie now known. It
contemplates the retirement of Gen.
Brooke from the military government
with Gen. Leonard Wood at its
head.

The first of January is likely to be
a red-letter dey in Cuban history.
On that day in 1898 Spain played her
last card in the effort to hold the
island by setting up an autonomous
government. On the first of January,
1899, the Spanish flag came down
and the American went up over Cuba.
On the coming first of January, if the
president can carry out the plans he
has now in mind, the existing mili
tary government iy the island will
give way to a civil_government, and
Cuba will bave taken her first long
stride on the road toward indepen-
dence

Such is the information your cor-
respondent has obtained from a
source above question. It is not
8 new plan of .the president but one
be has bad ino mind for several months,
The complaints from all sides about
Gen. Brook’s inadequacy for his
present duties have been incessant,
and it has been obvious that some
remedy munst be applied eoon, or
half the labor spent in putting the
island into a better morai and sanitary
condition would bave been thrown
away.

By the best unprejudiced judges,
the eo called cabinet with which
Brooke hae surrounded himself has
proved a dead failure or worse It
bas retarded rather than helped the
work of regeneration. The generel
bas allowed himeelf to be ‘‘steersd’’
by this handfal of ambitious men,
instead of listening to their advice
snd then weighing it for himself
The president has been reluctant to
take any steps which could be con-
atrued as bumiliating to Gen Brooke,
but the latter hes done as well as his
natural limitations of mind and tem-
per would permit, 8o it was decided

fter mature deliberation to let

rooke be undistarbed until the time
came for diepensing with military
rule, and then to quietly let bimn pass
out eimultaneously with the order of
things which he represents

As has been said, Gen. Wood is
marked for the civil governorship. It
woas o hint from the president that
higher honors were in store for him
which induced him to turn bis back
upon the offers mede him a while ago
to retarn to the Unpited States and
eoter private business. He made
plain to the president at that time
that difficulties beset him in the gov-
ernment of Santiago province with
the government of the whole island
in its present hands, but was advised
to bear the annoyance patiently a
while lovger

The programme mapped out by the
president bad no sooner been sus-
pected in official circles in Cuba than
obstacles to ite execution began to
present themselves Three men
would be effected in status by the
proposed change : (iene James R
Wiison, Fitzhugh Lee and William
Ludlow. All these were brigadier
geverals of volunteers like Gen,
Wood, and his senior in their own
grade. In addition, Gen. Ludlow ie
a colonel of engineers in the regular
army, and would, therefore, always
remain the military superior of a
captain and assistant surgeon, which
rank Gen. Wood holds in the regu.
lare It ie not known that either of
the trio had any criticiem to pass
upon Gen. Wood’s ability as an exe-
cutive, but all had decided objections
to being subordinated to him by his
elevation to the governorship (Fen,
Lee recently came home on a leave
of absence, and Gen Ludlow hss
taken the same course Both have
in view, it is understood, the full
discussion of the subject with a presi
dent before he takes final action.

Here is where the president’s well
koown ‘‘tact’”” is comiog to the front
The necessity for dissipatiog the threat-
eved storm iostead of letting it break
is taziog bis ingennity to the utmost
As far a8 oan be leurued, he ieprepared
to appeal firat to the patriotio impulses
of the three generals to let him take
the course he has in mind for the good
of Cuba, and to sink auy persconal
considerations. If that will not pro-
duce tho desired effeot, there are other
couraed open to him  The entire isiand
of Cuba needs the work of an expert
wilitary engiveer. The fortifications
wili require overhauling, cspecially as

‘gramme is koown it is suspeoted that,

Al these eould he assigned to Gan
Ludiow in pursaance of his regular
professional career, and as his repores
would be made to the chief of engi-
veers of the army, whoily independent
of the civil government of Cuaba, this
would end all controversies 88 to rank
and authority.  As for Gena Wilsoo
and Lee, the president’s tecticai oppor-
tunities are somewhat lessened. [o any
civil station to which they ocould be
assigoed in Caba they would be subor.
dinate to the civil goveroor.

But there are openings in the higher
ranks of the reular army, which bave
not yet been fiiled, and in army circles
where the president’s Cuban pro-

88 o last resost, he may make use of
Wilson and Lee. Ali that the law says
is that these raoks shall be filled by
selection, and if the sepate consents
the president can make such appoiot-
meots from outside the regalar army.
It would create & tremendous sensation,
aod not a pleasant one, in the regular

Plenty, of Fighting
o Defend Mafeking.

Interesting Accounts of As.
saults by the Boers.
- .

London, Nov. 16 —A dispatch to
the Daily Mail from Mafeking, sent
by way of Megalapye because the
ranners seut southward were upable
to traverse the Boer lines, gives an
interesting account of the fighting
during the last week in October.

The diepatch describes Gen. Cron-
je's great attack of Monday, the
detaiie of which have already been
cabled from Col Baden Powell’s offi.
cial dispatches ’

“The end came,” says the corres-
pondent, “after five hours fighting
The enemy retired, beivg beavily
beaten for all time as far as Mafeking
is concerned. It was the hottest
day of the siege and the firing was
terrific, the Boers evidently recog
nizing that the way into Mafeking, if
any, is by a kopje, which was gal-
lantly defended by Col Walford's
men. The garrison is jubilant, while
the Boers have been hurled back in
disorder on their laager, and will
bave to content themseives with a
long range bombardment unless they
are strongly reinforced.

“The enemy lost heavily. For
hours after their fighting line had
been rolled back two wagons went

slowly along their position, picking
up the dead and wounded
““All the men were killed by

bullets or shells. The lookout tower
was shot to pieces, while even the
siddles of the horses were fearfully
battered about. The whole place
wae simply smashed up by the con
centrated fire of seven guns and a
thousand rifles

““The Boers ut first held on to
their advance plnckily, but they could
not live when they came to short
range, the men being shot down at
300 yards

“The enemy ie expected to draw
off early in order to defend Pretoria.
There is still no news from the south.
As 1 send tbis messsge off, 600
Boers bave gone south with Wagons
and have commenced shelling ”’ !

BOERS REPORT BATTLE.

Lovdon, Nov. 17 —The following
censored dispateh from Pretoria gives
details of tho engagement referred to
in the Associated Press dispateh from
Pretoria of Wednesday, Nov. 15 :

“The Free Staters bad taken up a
position oo a small bill when an Eog-
lish battery sdvenoced and attagked
them, eending a hail of shells oo the
bill for a bour, when the Trausvasl
canoon pat some shells right io the
midst of the battery, sending the
Eoglish to cover behind the hill. Two
burghers were kilied aod six wound-
ed. When the British fell back back en
Ladysmith several shells exploded
among them, bat the exeoution done
could not be seen.

At midoight all the Afrikander
080000 On the hills eurroundiog the
town opesed fire simultaveously on
Ladyemith, tarpiog the quiet and
darkness of night ioto e larid inferno
of whistling, shrieking shells, speeding
from ‘ail poiots of the compass to the
doomed city. Several buildings on fire :
were scen from Buoiwsn bill. Dariog’
the day the troops left the oity deserted
acd sought shelter oo the edge of the
bill to escape the death-doaling sbells.”

The dispatoh from Pretoria also says
that the prisoners at that place inclade
the Kighteenth Hussars, foar officers
sod 91 oon commissioned offisers snd
weo ; the Dablin Fasiliers, foar officers
sod 12 pon commissioned officers and
meon ; the*Irieh Fusiliers, 10 officers
sod 533 non-commissioned officers snd
men ; the Gloucesters, 14 officers snd
305 npoo-commissioned officers and
men ; the artillery, five officers and
60 oon-commissioned officers and
meo ; the Rifles, two cfllcers and 89
non-commissioned officers and men ;
the Leicesters, no officers, six non-
commissioned officers and men; the
Dragoons, one man ; the Natal Police,
ooe mao ; politicsi, 62 men ; sick, 38
men.

The dispatoh adde: *Traios sre
workiog exellently from Pretoris to
Ladysmith. Tbe Boers have ample
food, but are short of elothes, boots
and mackintoshes.
